The total area under crops in 1900 is 4 , 000,021 aiaeo, 
as compared with the area in. 1899, an increase of 31,08-. acie.s, 
or 0'7 per cent. There was an increase in the area under crops 
in Munster of 16,957 acres, or 14 per cent. ; in Ulster, of 10, 9J 1 
acres, or 0'7 per cent. ; in Connaught, of 2,409 acres, or 0'4 per 
peqt. ; and in Leinster, of 805 acres, or 0'1 per cent.

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In 1899 the area returned under grass was 10,575,012 acres- 
in 1900 the amount returned is 10,557,745 acres, being a decrease 
of 17,267 acres; the area returned as fallow in 1899 was 
13,086 acres, and in 1900, 12,645 acres; the area under woods 
and plantations was 308,495 acres in 1899, and 311,863 acres in 
1900; and the area returned under “Turf Bog, Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, &c. was 4,809,206 acres in 1899, and 4,792,464 
acres in 1900, being a decrease of 16,742 acres; of the area 
thus returned in 1900, 1,187,208 acres have been entered by the 
enumerators as turf bog, 390,302 acres as marsh, and 2,235,539 
acres as barren mountain land. 

Total Area under Crops. 

Cereal Crops. — Compared with 1 899 there appears an increase 
of 1,931 acres in the area under wheat; a decrease oi 30,688 
acres under oats ; an increase of 4,53 i acres under barley ; a 
decrease of 734 acres under here and rye, and an increase of 324 
acres under beans and pease ; showing a net decrease of 24,630 
acres in the area under cereal crops. 

Green Crops. — The area under potatoes has decreased by 
8,501 acres ; that under turnips by 3,554 acres; and vetches and 
rape by 385 acres ; mangel wurzei has increased by 6,124 acres ; 
cabbage by 1,229 acres ; and carrots, parsnips, and other green 
crops by 1,917 acres, leaving a net decrease of 3,170 acres in the 
area under green crops. 

Flax. — The area under flax in 1899 was 34,989 acres; 
the area returned under this crop in 1900 is 47,327 acres, 
being an increase of 12,338 acres, or 35‘3 per cent. 

In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as 
the area “ For Hay only,” subdivided under the headings “ Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation ” and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken u.p in rotation.” The area for hay under 
“ Clover, &e.,” in 1899, was 624,163 acres: this year it is 607, 3b7 
acres, being a decrease of 16,796 acres. The area for hay on per- 
manent pasture in 1S99 was 1,494,744 acres, and in 1900 it is 
1,558,084 acres, showing an increase of 63,340 acres. There is, 
therefore, an increase of 46,544 acres in the total area under 
meadow and clover.

Returns of Live Stock. 

It appears from the folio-wing Table that between 1899 and 
1900 there has been a decrease of 1 2,774 in the number of horses 
and mules. The mules increased by 548, but horses show a 
decrease of 13,322. Cattle, on the other hand, exhibit an increase 
of 100,986, sheep an increase of 22,190, while there has been a 
decrease of 94.S36 in the number of pigs. Of the 18,547,088 
poultry enumerated in 1900, 1,108,632 were turkeys, 2,007,673 
were geese, 3,027,040 were ducks, and 12,403,743 were ordinary 
fowl.
